Housing  plans  and  a scale 
model  showing  the  proposed  po- 
sition of  the  buildings  were  pre- 
sented for  the  council's  infor- 
mation and  consideration. 

The  land  which  was  suggested 
for  the  development  lies  along 
Ninth  East  and  is  bordered  by 
the  Oak  Hills  Stake  House  on 
the  city  limits  and  Timpanogos 
Canal.  Annexation  of  the  proper- 
ty would  provide  access  to  city 
utilities.

He  returned  to  active  duty  in 
1939.  Credited  with  planning 
and  executing  the  ordnance 
phase  of  the  invasion  of  Nor- 
mandy and  the  subsequent  cam- 
paigns in  Europe,  he  directed 
20,000  ordnance  troops. 

RECENTLY  General  'Medaris 
has  served  as  chief  of  the  first 
U.  S.  Army  mission  to  Argentina 
for  three  years  and  in  1955'  was 
selected  to  direct  the  army’s 
long-range  missile  program. 

He  is  a Fellow  of  the  Ameri- 
can Rocket  Society,  the  Ameri- 
can Ordnance  Association  and  a 
senior  member  of  the  Institute 
of  Radio  Engineers.

THE  TEAMS  at  the  ground 
stations  will  prepare  maps  from 
the  Tiros  II  pictures  showing 
cloud  distribution  and  pattern 
over  xarious  parts  of  the  earth. 
If  possible,  they  will  try  to  spot 
storm  centers  and  frontal  sys- 
tems. 

Data  considered  to  be  of  use  to 
forecasters  will  be  distributed 
promptly  over  facsimile  circuits 
ocnnecting  the  two  ground  sta- 
tions with  the  National  Meteoro- 
logical Center  of  the  U.  S. 
Weather  Bureau  in  Washington. 


UN  Officials 
Miss  Funeral 
Of  Congolese 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  The  Congo, 
Nov.  23  (UPI) — United  Nations 
officials  were  conspicuously  ab- 
sent today  from  the  funeral  of 
Lt.  Col.  Joseph  Nkokolo  and 
three  other  Congolese  soldiers 
who  were  killed  Monday  night 
in  a clash  with  Tunisian  troops 
of  the  U.N.  force. 

It  was  learned  that  Congolese 
Army  Chief  of  Staff  Col.  Jos- 
eph Mobutu,  who  was  present 
at  the  funeral,  pointedly  had 
advised  the  U.N.  command  that 
the  presence  of  any  of  its  mem- 
bers would  be  “unwise.” 

More  than  150,000  persons 
lined  the  route  of  the  cortege 
through  the  city. 

SERVICES  FOR  the  dead  men, 
designated  a “national  funeral” 
by  Mobutu,  were  held  at  the 
African  Protestant  church  in  the 
African  quarter. 

There  were  no  incidents.  But 
as  the  cortege  wound  its  way 
through  the  streets  towards  the 
church  there  were  shouts  from 
sullen  Congolese  bystanders  of 
“down  with  the  U.N.O.”  and 
“U.N.  go  home.”

^ Last  year  the  Cougars  were 
fortunate  enough  to  split  a series 
with  the  Huskies  at  Provo.  But 
Coach  John  Grayson’s  team  has 
made  great  strides  since  then, 
and  they  have  All-American 
candidate  Bill  Hanson  again 
spearheading  the  attack. 

WHEN  THEY  return  to  Pro- 
vo for  a seven-game  string  on 
the  home  floor,  the  Cougars  will 
encounter  Oklahoma  on  Dec.  9 
Oklahoma  was  last  year’s  run- 
ner-up in  the  Big  Eight  Confer- 
ence. 

The  following  night  (Dee.  10), 
the  Cats  encounter  another  of 
the  top  20  in  Miami.  Led  by 
Dick  Hickox,  (5-9  and  twice 
named  to  United  Press  Inter- 
national’s Little  All-America 
team),  the  Hurricanes  have  ev- 
eryone back  from  last  year’s 
team  which  compiled  a 23-4  rec- 
ord.

Led 
by  All-American  Wayne  High- 
tower (6-9),  the  Jayhawks  are 
picked  as  easy  winners  in  the 
rugged  Big  Eight. 

KENT  STATE  will  close  the 
BYU  pre-season  stand  at  home 
before  they  head  east  for  the 
holiday  season  and  a game  with 
Louisville  before  participating 
in  the  Poinsettia  Tournament  at 
Greenville,  S.  C. 

Louisiana  State,  Citadel  and 
Furman  are  the  other  teams  in- 
volved. 

Ordinarily  the  pace  should 
slacken  after  a pre-season  sche- 
dule like  this.  But  the  tempo  in 
the  conference  wars  is  expected 
to  be  unusually  hot  and  heavy 
when  league  games  begin  in 
January. 

UTAH  STATE,  a National  In- 
vitation Tournament  participant 
of  last  year,  has  been  ranked 
fourth  in  the  nation  this  year, 
and  Utah,  the  defending  confer- 
ence champion,  has  been  listed 
ninth  in  the  polling. 

Most  of  the  other  teams  in  the 
Skyline  are  also  expected  to  be 
somewhat  stronger,  including 
BYU.
